and other control measures, some of 
them like the new DDT and 24-D 
being revolutionary in results. 

The best portection against disease 


‘is ‘a healthy gafden, grown from good 


disease-resistant- seed, well cultivated 
and free from weeds, Bugs harbor 


““] among weed growth waiting until 
) the garden stuff is big enough for a 


raid, There are bugs that eat holes 
in the foliage. Poison will get these, 
There are bugs that guck out ‘the 
juices and the plant will wither, 


§ These must be attacked with a spray 
that will burn. Disease usually hits 


the plant cells and causes withering 
or rot in blackish spots, Chemicals 
like sulphur are used in this case. 
Often one good treatment will be 
enough, but with things like leaf. hop- 
pers and potato bugs which lay eggs, 
two or three successive treatments 
to get the young ones will be needed. 
Most chemicals lose their potency in 
time so a fresh supply each season is 
necessary, Be ready for the enemy! 


, Plenty of Time 


There is nothing quite like the 
thrill of being able to boast to a 
neighbor that your flowers or vege- 
tables are days ahead of his. But 
there is also much solid satisfaction 
in having good and beautiful things 
from the garden long after those 
next door are done, Perhaps the com- 
monest mistakes of all amateur gard- 
eners are planting too soon and stop- 
ping too soon. 

With vegetables, especially, moat 
varieties should be sown at least 
three times about two weeks apart.

On an inspection trip of the plant, 
it would look more like a plumbers 
nightmare than a cleaning works. 
There are pipes, valves, fit- 
tings, etc. The cleaning fluid is nev- 
ér handled by hand, but is always 
pumped into the different stages of 
cleaning, One thing unique about 
this installation is that the cleaning 
fluid ig constantly being cleaned and 
filtered through a special filter that 
has a capacity of 1000 gallons per 
‘hour, : 

The dirty or soiled clothes are 
first received at the counter, then { 
sorted into their different categories,’ } 
such as men's coats, or men’s suits, § 
ladies guits, or ladies drefses, At this 
time the pockets are given a thorough 
going over to make sure that some 
careless customer has not left a ten ~ 
dollar bill in a pocket, From there: 
the clothes are placed in what the 
managers described a8 a washing 
machine, Actually it ‘s a big wooden 
cylinder which revolves in a vat of 
cleaning fluid. Here the clothes are 
left for a prescribed length of time, 
from which they are taken to the 
dryer, The dryer is nothing more or 
less than another round tub which is 
perforated with holes. This tub spins 
very rapidly, throwing out the re- 
maining fluid. The old days of hang- 
ing the dried clothing on the line is 
past at the Boston, A new machine 
fakes the smell out of them. The 
clothes arg gently tumbled in this 
machine and when the time limit is 
up they are taken out smelling fresh 
and clean, From here the clothes are 
spot cleahed to refmove any remain- 
ing stubborn spots and from here 
they are pressed on a new “Pantex” 
presser,, By this time they are fin- 
ished, to await the customers pick-up 

‘The management. of the establish- 
ment are to be congratulated on this 
achievement, bringing city service to 
Wainwright, Other larger towns in- 
the Province have cleaning establish 
ments, but very few, if any, are to 
be found with as up to date equip- 
ment as the shop located in town,

not try to settle this question them- 
selves, because, ag a rule, they err 
one way or the other. 
Everyone with heart disease, there- 
fore, needs careful direction or ad- 
.- vice as to the amount and degree of 
exertion he should undertake. ! 
Many péople who have recovered 


should always avoid exercise. This is 
quite unnecessary and possibly harm- 
ful. This disease is something like a 


broken leg to the majority of people 
that have it, It is something from 
which one recovers and ie well and 
strong afterwards, A new attack is 
always ‘result of new coronary 
disease. coronary? disease is in 
no way the result of exercise. Here 
is the ideal situation to apply the 
rule that any exercise which is com- 
fortable ie harmless and probably is 
beneficial, 

To the above rule that exercise that 
is comfortable is all right and bene- 
ficial, there is an occ&sional excep- 
tion. There is a great difference in 
the sensitivity of patients. Some 
people (very rarely) with serious 
cardiac disease, due say, to coronary 
sclerosis, have little or no discomfort 
on exertion, and occasionally such

will complain bitterly of “missed

There are certain people, fortunat- 
ely few, who are fooli#h about their 
exercise. They make it a matter of 
pride that at 60 they can do as much 
as most people can at’$0, and think 
that strenuous exertion keeps them 
fit and defeats the inroads of age, 
They are inviting trouble, ; 

People who have serious rheumatic 
heart disease, such as mitral or aortic 
stenosis, are probably safer to avoid 
all unneco@sary exertion, So are 
those who have had a serious attack 
of coronary thrombosis, 

It is generally cc considered safe in 
people with angina to allow them to 
undertake any exertion which does 
not induce their attacks, 

People with high blood pressure 
should not have exercise forbidden. 
The “athiete’s heart” is largely a 
myth. It is extremely difficult or 

' almost impossible to cause a normal 
heart to enlarge from prolonged 
strenuous exertion, even over a per- 
iod of many years, The idea prevails 
that if am athlete’s heart enlarges, it 
was diseased at the beginning.

‘some have even received the second 


operation. 

Here are a few suggestions that 
might be of some help in the manage- 
ment of your fallow field during the 
coming seagon. Shallow surface cul- 
tivation with the tiller and cultivator 
or some other such implement until 
the latter part of August in order to 
‘grow as many crops of Annual weeds 
as possible out of the surface layer. 
During and _after harvest right 
through until freeze-up a very thor- 
ough cultivation must be practised, 
especially where Canada and sow 
thistles are a problem, 

Annual weeds such as wild oats, 
stink weed, wild mustard, and buck- 
wheat have to be grown out of the 
soil. That means growing and des- 
troying as many crops as possible 
during the fallow season. Perennial 
weeds such as Canada and sow 
thistiés, quack grass, and the four 
weeds are destroyed by starving the 
root system, means, not allow- 
ing more than seven days growth to 
appear above the ground between 
cultivations. Where the problem in- 
volves both annual and perennial 
weed patches separate to prevent ex- 
tra. cultivation of the whole field and 
thus prevent the danger of soil ero- 


* sion, 


Avoid plowing the fallow field if 
at all possible, especially where wild 
oats are a problem, fall plowing is 
dangerous due to the wind and water 
erosion in the winter and spring. A
